United We Stand- 


Divided We Fall

TT was never seriously doubted by Governor Young's 
J- closest supporters but that he would receive the en- 
dorsement of the organized dry forces in the state. His 
record deserved that endorsement, and he has received it. 
The W. C. T. UP, north and south; the Anti-Saloon League, 
and all local dry organizations thoroughly conversant with 
the situation, have placed the stamp of approval on his 
administration, and are urging his re-election. 


That aciion is not only sensible, but it is indicative of 


the fact that the dry forces will keep the faith with those 
who keep the faith with them. A desperate effort was 
made by one of Governor Young's opponents to receive 
the dry endorsements, and under other circumstances that 
opponent might have deserved such endorsement. 


But the forces arrayed against the liquor traffic made 


a determination similar to the decision made on the French 
front in 1918—that the enemy could only be beaten by a 
united front under one general. When that decision was 
made, victory came swiftly. Perhaps the dry-forces re- 
membered the Napoleonic policy of dividing the enemy 
and whipping them separately. 


The dry forces are together in the state under the ban- 


ner of Governor Young. They present a united front to 
Mayor Rolph of San Francisco, who is an avowed wet 
With the forces for law and order united, Governor 
Young's nomination and election is virtually assured. 


The only danger is that the uninformed dry voter may 


listen to some extent to the siren call from the Buron Fitts 
camp. Whatever Buron Fitts may be in ability, in popular 
appeal, even if these attributes are conceded to him/which 
they are not, it still remains a fact that he constitutes a 
real and dangerous menace to the proper enforcement of 
the liquor laws in this state—not because he would not 
aid in enforcing them if he were elected, because he prob- 
ably would enforce them to the best of his ability, but 
because his candidacy splits the dry vote. Every vote for 
Fitts is half a vote for Rolph. This is merely a simple ex- 
ample, in arithmetic. 


The expected has happened. The dry forces have en- 


dorsed Governor Young. They have praised his consis- 
tent record. It now behooves each man and woman who 
wants to see this state kept in the dry column to get busy 
and unite the rank and file—point out the certain danger

Orange Prices 


Remain Steady, 


Says Exchange 


The demand for oranges thruout 


the country is holding out very well, 
considering the present prices ob- 
tained for citrus fruits and the large 
shipments of deciduous fruits flood- 
ing the market. According to the 
Covina Fruit Exchange, last week, 
ending July 19th, orange shipments 
from California amounted to 941 
cars. 
The Covina district alone 


shipped 34 cars of the 941. 


At present the exchanges ship 


about four-fifths of the citrus fruits. 
Last week the exchange shipments 
amounted to 726 cars from Califor- 
nia; 
this week it is estimated the 


shipments will reach only 665 cars. 
Independent shippers • send out the 
remainder of the total. 


Prices are too high this year to 


warrant shipping fruit to Europe as 
was done last year, the biggest in 
the history of orange shipping. How- 
ever, cars are going north to Cana- 
dian points right along, including 
such eastern cities as Montreal and 
Toronto. 


Total' shipments from California 


this year are nearly comparable 
with shipments made in 1926 and 


1928, 
and price levels are much more 


favorable.

Fire Protection 


Cost Deplored 
in Baldwin Park 


Petitions protesting against the 


$19,845 fire protection budget for 
1930-31, as suggested by the county 
fire warden for the Baldwin Park 
county fire protection district, are 
now being circulated in that com- 
munity in an effort to influence the 
board of supervisors to reduce the 
proposed expenditures for the dis- 
trict as well as the tax levy. 


The proposed budget to cover ex- 


penses of the fire district for the 
year from July, 1930, to July, 1931, 
totals nearly $20,000, and it is esti- 
mated that a tax levy of 50 cents 
will be required to produce this 
amount. Besides the $19,845 budget, 
there is at present a balance of 
$9000 in the general reserve fund 
which will be required to pay oper- 
ating expenses from July, 1930, un- 
til the next tax money is available 
in January, 1930, it is cited by prot- 
estants. 


According to the petition, "when 


this district iwas formed it was esti- 
mated tHat it could be .-run on. a-Aax 
rate of approximately 20 cents per 
$1 valuation. Altho the assessed 
valuation of property within the 
district has increased several fold, 
the rate has increased very greatly 
beyond the estimate until last year 
the rate was 55 cents, and in spite 
of the additional raise in valuation 
of the district it is estimated that 
the tax rate for the following year 
will be 50 cents. We believe that 
an adequate fire protection for this 
district could be maintained by 
eliminating two of the paid fire- 
.men."

The course 
of the wash, which is the main dram 
of the city, will be changed to run 
north of the lemon house, then' dia- 
gonally to the highway and railroad 
bridge south of the Heights plant. 
Pacific Electric tracks serving the 
plant will necessarily be changed, 
as they lie in the direct course the 
wash will take.

Early Directory 


Recalls Pioneer 
Los Angeles Men 


When the census bureau recently 


announced that there are now 1,231, 
830 people living in the city of Los 
Angeles there was much rejoicing. 
But 59 years ago there was just as 
much pride shown when the 1871 
Los Angeles city directory appeared, 
for 12 pages of two columns each 
were needed to print the names of 
the residents, approximately 1,400 
names being listed of the 5,728 men, 
women and children who were liv- 
ing there at that time. 


There 
was 
Daniel 
Desmond, 


'ounder of Desmond's store, who 
ived at 21 Main street. There was 
Sugene Germain, founder of Ger- 
main's, living at 15 Main street, I. 
W. Hellman living at 162 Main 
street. There was Wm. H. Work- 
man, a great land-holder, living at 
T6 Main street. Another land-hold- 
ng family was represented by 
Trancisca Dominguez, who lived on 
Wasp 
street, 
and 
Rosario 
and 


Adelida Dominguez, who lived on 
Bull street, while Pelar Lugo, bear- 
he name of the famous family 
owning the Rancho San Antonio, 
ived at 35 Eternity street. Refer- 
ence to the old records of Title In- 
surance and Trust company shows 
that Wasp street is now Yale, Bull 
street is now Castelar, and Eternity 
now Broadway. 


Since the interesting Spanish- 


Vlexican market was established in 
Olvera street many people have 
jecome acquainted with this oldest 
of city's streets. Charles and Au- 


ustine Olvera lived just around 
he corner at 7 and 8 Plaza, while 
he old adobe house which has now 
Become a museum was occupied by 
-'edro Abila.. Of the nine names 
isted as living on Olvera street in 
.871, only one was American. 


Even as late as 1871 American 


lames were in the minority. Most 
of the names in the directory are 
Spanish-Mexican; many of them 
iiblical. Jesus Cruz lived on Grass- 
lopper street, now Figueroa. 


Not the least interesting of the 


directory's pages are the advertise- 
ments. An announcement set in 
florid 
display reads as follows: 


'Henry Dockweiler's Saloon, under 
Temple's bank, corner Spring and 
Main streets, Los Angeles, Calif- 
ornia. The best of wines, liquors 
and cigars always on hand; pure 
wines and liquors, and cool lager. 
A word to the wise is sufficient. No 
killing at 300 yards here." 


The Pioneer hack line advertises 


its speed: 
"Passengers departing 


never lose their seats in the out- 
going trains, and those arriving al- 
ways reach the hotels first, when 
they call for conveyance by the 
Pioneer hack line; John J. Reynolds, 
proprietor." 


Of interest to citrus growers is 


the announcement of Mrs. H. Shaw, 
whose nursery was on San Pedro 
street, two miles out of town: "I 
wish to call your attention to one 
fact, viz: my bearing orchard of 
orange, Sicily lemon and lime trees 
is from seed that I brot 
from 


Nicaragua, Central America, the 
fruit of which is universally ac- 
knowledged to be richer and better 
flavored than from any other place.' 
.The Washington navel orange which 
originated in Bahia, Brazil, did not 
reach California until 1873.

Business Gaming 


Month by Month 
In Southern Area 


A report of a recent survey made 


by the Los Angeles chamber of com- 
merce in connection with the All- 
Year club and the bureau of census, 
of general conditions in Los Ange- 
les county at the present time, in- 
dicates that retail business is of de- 
creased volume as compared with 
a year ago but showing an upward 
trend every month of the year. 
Among the supporting factors, the 
•eport states, agriculture is in good 
shape, bank clearings are down but 
savings deposits holding up, and em- 
ployment much better according to 
;overnment figures than has been 
claimed by many people. 


February was most widely report- 


ed as being the poorest month of 
the year. 
April saw a fairly defi- 


nite upturn. Since then conditions 
lave been steadly growing better. 
On the whole, figures indicate that 
he volume of retail business is 10 
to 12 percent behind the same period 
of 1929. 


From the standpoint of returns to 


the grower, agriculture is in a sat- 
sfactory condition thruout the coun- 
try. 
Orange prices for the navel 


crop were excellent. Prices remain 
good for the Valencia crop. 
The 


demand for labor to handle the crop, 
while abovve normal, has been much 
ighter than that of a year ago, and 
as a result retail dealers in the cit- 
rus centers claim to have been ad- 
versely affected by the reduced pur- 
chasing power. 


Alfalfa prices have not been up 


to the peak of a year ago, but there 
.s no large carry-over and prices of 
1516 to $18 per ton are fair. 


Vegetable acreage is about the 


same as a year ago. 
Prices are 


about normal, and indicate an aver- 
age season. The walnut crop will 
not be as large as a year ago, but 
prices undoubtedly be higher. The 
nuts were slightly damaged by the 
recent heat wave. 


From a money standpoint, agri- 


culture in Los Angeles county is in 
a satisfactory position. 


Bank clearings, as a gauge of re- 


tail activity, show declines of from 
15 to 35 percent in various cities, 
from the figures of the first four 
months of 1929. The decline is not 
only local, but national. 


Industrial employment in Los An- 


geles county is not excessive as 
many believed. 
The chamber of 


commerce has for several years been 
maintaining an index of employ- 
ment covering the entire metropoli- 
tan area, and found no critical con- 
dition. 
This is further proved in 


Los Angeles city of only 44,000 out 
of a population of a million and a 
quarter, which is a figure far under 
the many private estimates made 
during the spring. And the unem- 
ployed are known to be gradually 
obtaining work. 


The area of Los Angeles county 


is over four thousand square miles. 
The following figures, compiled by 
the chamber of commerce, give some 
idea of the sources of income, and 
the channels thru which that income 
moves. 


The four principal sources of in- 


come in this country are as follows: 
manufacturing, tourists, mining, and 
agriculture. 
Manufacturing pro- 


duction in 1929 was valued at 
$1,096,000,000 and came from 4215 
industrial plants employing 104,000 
persons 
receiving $160,000,000 in 


wages. 


Tourists and visitors to Los An- 


geles county in 1929 are conservva- 
tively estimated to have spent $250,- 
000,000 here. . 


Mining and the value of mineral 


products in Los Angeles county in 
1928 is given by the division of 
mines as $144,836,000, including oil 
and gas. 


Agriculture and livestock products 


produced by the county in 1929 was 
over $92,138,000. 


And contributing to the growth 


and prosperity of the above activi- 
ties, Los Angeles harbor in the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1929, hand- 
led 26,402,000 tons of commerce va- 
lued at $1,038,308,000 


Los Angeles county, according to 


estimates based on bureau of cen- 
sus findings, has a 1930 population 
of 2,201,530. Los Angeles city claims 
1,231,750 of this figure. The entire 
county showed a growth in the 1929- 
1930 period of 134 per cent. 


The net spendable income of each 


of these 2,201,530 people in Los An- 
geles county is calculated to be 
$1217. This $1217 per person is gen- 
erally spent in the following ratail 
lines: food, 27 per cent; clothing, 15 
per cent; automobiles and gas, 9 per 
cent; furniture and fixtures, 8 per 
cent, etc.

KIDNEY BEANS WITH 


TOMATOES 


Soak one and a half cups of white 


kidney beans over night. Drain them 
and boil in water containing a quar- 
ter teaspoon of soda. Fry a table- 
spoon of minced onion in a little 
dripping. Add two cups of stewed 
tomatoes, seasoned with a little salt, 
and two level teaspoons of sugar. 
Barely cover with water and cook in 
a fireless cooker or double boiler un- 
til tender. This should take about 
three hours. 


BEEF AND TOMATO PIE 


Put meat left over from yester- 


day's bouillon thru the meat chop- 
per. For four cups of the beef you 
will need a pint of canned tomatoes. 
Grease a baking dish with bacon fat 
or good drippings and put in a layer 
of the tomato with a little onion 
juice, then a few bread crumbs and 
then a layer of meat. Continue in 
this way until near the top and then 
cover over with fresh mashed pota- 
toes. Brush the potatoes with milk 
and cook for thirty minutes. 


TOMATO TOAST 


Two tomatoes, two eggs, one table- 


spoon butter, one-quarter cup of 
minced ham, a slice of onion, one- 
quarter teaspoon salt, 
one-eighth 


teaspoon pepper, six rounds of but- 
tered toast. Skin the tomatoes and 
chop; mince the onion and mix with 
the meat and tomatoes. Cook them 
with the butter in a saucepan about 
ten minutes, remove from the fire, 
add the beaten eggs, stir over the 
fire until it sets, then serve on the 
toast. 


YOUR APPETIZER 


If you are having chicken for din- 


ner, some sort of tomato appetizer 
is a good choice, 


A fruit appetizer precedes the 


lamb or beef very well. A fruit ap- 
petizer is also good before veal or 
pork. 


Before fish some sort of vegetable 


appetizer may be served; or an ap- 
petizer containing bacon. 


Sometimes have the appetizer 


placed at each plate when dinner is 
announced. In this case, there is no 
choice. 
Sometimes have 
several 


sorts of appetizers passed in an 
hors-d'oeuvre dish. 


Whatever you do, seek variety. It 


adds a zest to the simplest dinner, 
and takes away from the monotony 
of a limited selection of meats. More- 
over, it is an inexpensive way to 
give character to the dinner. For a 
tomato canape and fricassee chicken 
is a far less expensive proposition 
than broiled chicken, yet it makes a 
dinner just as interesting.

Mix judgment with your feed. 


A hen is much like a machine 


geared to a certain production. 


It takes enough feed in the hopper 


to enable it to turn out quantity. 


We are pretty well sold to the pro- 


position that there are far more good 
hens than there are good feeders. 


The conviction applies even more 
strongly to pullets. 


Too many pullets start into egg 


production with the severe handicap 
of being underweight—not enough 
surplus fatty tissue to maintain bod- 
ily requirements, energy and heat, 
and make eggs at the same tune, 
also remember the whole grain. 


As pullets come into maturity a 


certain reserve is stored up and this 
cnabjes egg production to begin, but 
unless the feeding program is such 
as to maintain this reserve the task 
of completing growth, making feath- 
ers and laying eggs is so great that 
they cannot carry the whole load. 


Self-preservation is the first law 


of nature; therefore egg production 
stops and usually a moult begins, the 
extent of which depends on how se- 
vere the strain on the system has 
been—or, in other words, how defi- 
cient the feeding schedule. 


One might as well build a house 


on a foundation of sand and expect 
it to stand as to try to maintain pro- 
duction with undeveloped or under- 
nourished bodies. It can't be done. 


While we accept a good mash as 


the maturing food, it can be and 
sometimes is used with lack of judg- 
ment. 


A narrow ration will tend to force 


the flock and develop the best pul- 
lets to lay in four months, but it does 
not build the body structure to stand 
the strain of production. 


Apex Pullet Mash contains the 


right combination of food elements 
to make sturdy bodies. It supplies 
bulk to develop capacity. Have your 
pullets eat large quantities of it, but 
also remember that whole grain. 


Feeding all classes of live stock 


embodies the same rule of allowing 
enough, yet keeping them on the 
edge of being hungry. They will,eat 
more if fed a little short and fed of- 
ten than where more than they can 
cat is constantly before them.
